SENIOR  CLASS  HISTORY 

The  drama  of  the  class  of  1948  began  in  September,  1944. 

The  place — Maroa  Community  High  School. 

The  characters — 33  “green  Freshmen.’  I 

The  main  director  was  Miss  Sanner  with  the  assistance  of  the  class  officers:  Joy  Montgomery,  presi¬ 
dent;  Jack  Allsup,  vice-president;  Shirley  Garver,  secretary;  and  Bill  Scribner,  treasurer.  Student  coun¬ 
cil  representatives  were  Wilma  Neibuhr  and  Kenneth  Wentworth;  pep  committee  members,  Mary  Lou 
Pope  and  W.  H.  St.  John.  Those  who  dropped  from  the  cast  in  the  first  year  were  Margaret  Collenberger, 

Bernard  Telfer,  and  David  Pope. 

As  in  past  years,  this  class  struggled  with  locker  combinations  and  three-minute  bells  for  the  first 
bewildering  weeks.  Initiation  was  something  never  to  be  forgotten  with  the  lipstick  and  with  their 
clothes  on  backwards — they  did  look  odd.  The  homecoming  queen  candidates  were  Joy  Montgomery 
and  Wilma  Neibuhr.  I 

The  next  year  found  the  cast  wiser  and  more  experienced.  The  officers  that  year  were  David  Kidd, 
president;  Joy  Montgomery,  vice-president;  Jeanne  Meece,  secretary- treasurer;  pep  committee  mem¬ 
bers,  Annetta  Johnson  and  Kenneth  Wentworth;  and  student  council  members,  Wilma  Neibuhr  and 
Jack  Allsup. 

That  year  David  Kidd,  Jeanne  Meece,  Jeannette  Holmes,  Ralph  Harbert,  and  Wilmer  Seely  entered 
the  cast  and  Shirley  Garver,  Norma  Swank,  Dorothy  Roll,  and  Bill  Scribner  dropped  out.  The  great  ac¬ 
complishment  of  the  class  as  sophomores  was  the  winning  of  first  prize  on  their  homecoming  float. 

The  next  year  found  them  “jolly  juniors”  with  much  to  do  and  new  class  rings  to  flash  around. 
Outstanding  events  of  the  year  included  their  play,  “Shiny  Nose,”  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Thomas, 
and  the  annual  Christmas  Alumni  dance  which  they  started.  They  had,  as  juniors,  the  honor  of  having 
one  of  their  members,  Joy  Montgomery,  elected  homecoming  queen.  Their  officers  were  Joy  Mont¬ 
gomery,  president;  Kathryn  Marlow,  vice-president;  Jack  Hill,  secretary;  and  Dorothy  Gentle,  treasurer. 

Lucille  Norris,  Norma  Easley,  and  Bettie  Jean  Hoffman  entered  the  cast  and  Kenneth  Wentworth 
dropped  out. 

The  climax  of  their  junior  year  came  in  the  spring  when  they  entertained  the  seniors  with  a  ban¬ 
quet  at  Scoville’s. 

At  the  end  of  their  junior  year  they  lost  Norma  Easley,  Lucille  Norris,  David  Kidd,  Jack  Allsup,  and 
Ralph  Harbert,  thereby  reducing  their  number  to  twenty-six  as  they  began  their  senior  year.  They  V 

soon  lost  John  Hensley,  so  that  twenty-five  were  left  to  carry  on. 

Their  officers  were  W.  H.  St.  John,  president;  Robert  Sprague,  vice-president;  Eugene  Foster,  secre¬ 
tary,  and  Dorothy  Gentle,  treasurer.  The  senior  year  was  one  of  excitement  and  also  hard  work.  Their 
first  accomplishments  were  the  winning  of  first  prize  on  their  homecoming  float  and  having  the  home¬ 
coming  queen,  Annetta  Johnson  from  their  class.  There  were  name  cards  and  announcements  to  order, 
pictures  to  have  taken,  the  play  “Ever  Since  Eve”  to  be  presented,  and  the  “Maronois”  to  publish. 

In  the  spring,  the  seniors  were  entertained  by  the  juniors  at  the  annual  junior-senior  prom.  Then 
followed  class  night,  baccalaureate,  and  commencement. 

They  have  now  completed  four  years  of  dram  and  achievement  at  Maroa  Community  High 
School.  Some  have  been  in  the  spotlight,  others  have  worked  behind  the  scenes;  but  no  matter  what 
their  job,  they  have  enjoyed  every  minute  of  it.
